REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, does not teach or suggest a formulation comprising 
calcitonin and citric acid or a salt thereof for intranasal administration in a 
concentration-dependent manner with enhanced bioavailability and shelf stability, 
wherein the concentration of citric acid or a salt thereof is the critical element. 
Applicants have discovered that the narrow concentration range of 10-25 mM of citric 
acid and/or a salt thereof gives the formulation both of its enhanced bioavailability and 
shelf stability. The term "citric acid and/or salt thereof used in the specification is 
interpreted by the Office to support the term "combined concentration" used in the 
claims.
